At the age of thirteen, Bill Kelly received his first Confederate Bills from his neighbor and stamp 
dealer friend Sam Bernstein. Sam knew that Bill liked Currency and he told him the three pieces 
were probably counterfeit. They weren't, but they sparked an interest in Confederate and 
Southern State issues that led to the collection contained in this catalog. Only the original three 
pieces are missing. Their actual value is very small, but they serve as a reminder of the joy of 
putting together this collection. 


Born on June 27, 1940 in Kingston, New York, Bill’s early interests were stamps and coins. His 
collecting took a hiatus through college, Villanova University, were he received a Bachelors 

of Electrical Engineering in 1962 and Georgetown University, where he received a Masters 

in Economics in 1970. He worked in sales for such companies as Allis-Chalmers, Electronic 
Associates, Honeywell and finally Leasco Computer Company where he was responsible for sales 
or leases in 23 states, mostly in the south, but some in the trans-Mississippi Department. 


From 1976 until 2002, Bill had his own company, WHK Leasing. This gave him more freedom to 
travel and collect southern currency. The bulk of his collection was acquired during this time. 


In addition to running his own company, Bill was elected Mayor of the Village of Asharoken, New 
York in 1982 and he held this position for 26 years. Along the way, he was elected president of 
the Suffolk County Village Association, the Tri-County Village Association (Nassau, Suffolk and 
Westchester Counties) and the New York State Conference of Mayors (NYCOM). He served on 
the NYCOM board from 1986 to 2008. 


In 1996, Bill married the former Ann DeGaspari and they honeymooned in Williamsburg, VA 
where they have built a new home. Their children, Kevin and Morgan are 10 and 12 years old 
respectively and are looking forward to the auction.

This piece was acquired 
by Mr. Kelly for $7475 from the Stack’s June 2004 sale of 
the Western Collection. It is one of only two confirmed 
examples, with a reported third piece in the collection of 
the Western Reserve Historical Society. Interestingly, Reed’s 
auction-census data show only three appearances in his 1891 
through 1994 census period, a number that usually indicates 
a unique piece. Of the two known examples, the Mayer piece 
had the best mica, and this piece has the better stamp and 
case. The case, in fact, is flawless, with considerable claim to 
the About New grade. The stamp is well centered and quite 
bright, but the mica unfortunately has a break at the top of 
Washington’s head that exposes a portion of the stamp.

The Five Cent Cook is the 
rarer of the two denominations. Reed considers it to be an 
R-8 (five to ten known.) The Hodder-Bowers book states, “... 
fewer than six specimens have been traced.” The Stack’s 2004 
Western Collection Sale stated, “Very rare: there may be only 
about six of these known, making this the rarer of the two 
Cook denominations.” The Dunham Collection was missing 
this denomination, but the 1967 Lilly Sale (likely the Stack’s 
‘04 piece) and the 1969 Perl Sale (the Mayer piece) each had 
one. In this cataloger’s 1980 fixed-price list, we had two 10¢ 
Cooks and no 5¢. We think the five to eight range is accurate 
for this important rarity.

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Heritage Currency is privileged to present The Roger H. Durand Santa Claus Notes Collection. 
Given the fact that most of the notes with Santa Claus vignettes are scarce to extremely rare, 
this is indeed a fabulous and noteworthy collection. Roger’s initial purchase that began this 
collection took place in 1960 at a cost of $17- several multiples of what most Obsoletes cost at 
that time. At that time, there was only one reference on the subject- a five page monograph by 
John A. Muscalus, Ph.D. published in 1959. That work was followed in 1973 by a publication 


from Larry L. Ruehlen that ignited the interest of collectors. 


There were far fewer notes than there was demand for and the notes are generally prized and 
closely held, so building a collection was quite the challenge. Although that is still the case, 
the sale of the American Bank Note Company archives in 1990 did add more material to 
the marketplace along with Part VI of the Ford sale in October 2004, although the Ford sale 
consisted primarily of material he purchased at the 1990 sale. The continued interest in the 
Santa Claus vignettes is evidenced by the fact they took the number 23 spot on the list of The 
100 Greatest American Currency Notes list, and the recent auction sale of a circulated Santa 


Claus note for over $40,000, an amazing price indeed for any obsolete banknote. 


Many are no doubt aware of Roger’s passion for notes and scrip featuring the vignettes as he 
has published much on the subject, including two books. Interesting Notes About Christmas 
was published in 1993. The Fabulous Roger H. Durand Santa Claus Notes Collection: And 
a Complete Report of all Santa Claus Notes is his second publication on the subject and is 


beautifully illustrated with color plates. 


Roger, a lifelong collector and researcher of Obsoletes, has made numerous contributions to the 
hobby. His book, The Obsolete Bank Notes of Rhode Island and the Providence Plantations, is 
the definitive reference for Rhode Island. The other books in his Interesting Notes About series 
have provided much valuable information about many of the portraits and vignettes used on 


Obsolete bank notes. 


He has volunteered his time with numerous organizations, including serving as president of 
the Society of Paper Money Collectors, the Currency Club of New England, the Northwestern 
Rhode Island Coin and Stamp Association, and the Pawtucket Numismatic Society. Roger also 
served as an instructor at the American Numismatic Association’s Summer Seminar and has 


been a guest speaker at numerous meetings of numismatic and historical societies.

Not surprisingly, many notable awards have been presented to him, including the First Literary 
Award and two Awards of Merit from the Society of Paper Money Collectors along with an 
Honorary Life Membership. Roger has also won a Numismatic Ambassador Award from 
Krause Publications and a Presidential Award from the American Numismatic Association. He 
served as a guest speaker at the Coinage of America Conference at the American Numismatic 
Society in New York. He has won a multitude of awards for his exhibits, including Best of 
Show and Most Inspirational Awards at the International Paper Money Convention held in 


Memphis, Tennessee. 


Many countries have versions of St. Nicholas. The American version came to us by means of 
the early Dutch settlers in New York (then known as New Amsterdam). That version of Santa 
Claus was a much thinner man than what we're accustomed to today. The poem, “The Night 
Before Christmas,” (originally published as “A Visit From St. Nicholas”) by Clement Clarke 
Moore in 1823 forever altered our view of the man and led to an increased popularity of Santa. 
Moore wrote the Christmas poem for his children, but it was later widely published along with 
a representation of Santa that was painted by newspaper artist Thomas Nast in 1870 based on 


Moore’s poem. 


A number of Northern states designated Christmas as a state holiday in the mid 1800s. Since 
banks often chose vignettes that would lead customers to have faith in the bank, it is not 
surprising that Santa Claus vignettes were chosen by some banks to help acquire confidence 
and goodwill. The banks may have also hoped that customers would set a lower denomination 
note aside as a keepsake due to the Santa vignette as well. The vignettes found in this collection 


portray both the thinner Dutch version of Sinterklaas as well as the more Americanized version.

based on descriptions of the notes. The notes were products of the 
American Bank Note Company. An example has yet to be reported. 
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15689 Columbus, GA- Grand Sponge Company Scrip $500 (1870s) 
This is the only known example of this unsigned, over-size bond measuring approximately 5 %4 x 7 % inches and printed in red ink. 
There is no imprint. The piece was “Scrip for Redemption of Cuban Bonds” as per the text. It purports that the company was chartered 
by an Act of Congress of the Island of Cyprus on April Ist, A.D. 572 and listed capital of “TWO BILLIONS!.” The Grand Sponge 
Company remains an enigma as of this writing as no information has been uncovered, however it is believed that it served as a front 
for racketeers. Santa is portrayed stepping into a chimney with his sleigh and reindeer in the background at the center of the note. As 
with the other notes contained in this offering, this item is the plate note in Roger Durand’s book, The Fabulous Roger H. Durand Santa 
Claus Notes Collection: And a Complete Report of all Santa Claus Notes, and is pictured on pages 77 and 79. This particular vignette is 
not included in Durand’s listing of the seven types of Santa Claus vignettes and is believed to be unique. PCGS Apparent Choice About 
New 58, with the apparent grade assigned due to the damage seen at right.

The City Bank was incorporated in 1856. In 1865 it became the First National Bank of Biddeford, charter number 1089. All of the notes 
from this bank are listed in the Wait reference with a rarity rating of R.7, indicating one to five known examples. In the case of this 
$2, it is the only known example. The note includes an oval vignette of Santa Claus at lower right, the style that Durand has identified 
as Santa Type I. The note’s central vignette depicts workers in action at a shoe factory. Perhaps Santa was delivering their products. 
A red “TWO?” overprint is seen on this note graded Fine 15 by PCGS that includes the imprints of both Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & 
Edson and the New England Bank Note Co. It is believed that Freeman Rawdon, George W. Hatch, or James P. Major performed 
the engraving work. The note is problem free, with even circulation, clear signatures, and excellent eye appeal for the grade.

The central Santa Claus vignette contains an example of the design identified as Santa Type 
III. George D. Baldwin was the engraver. He is known as the engraver of the Ocean Telegraph vignette that was used for $20 Gold 
Certificates, the Eagle with Flag vignette used on the backs of the $500 Gold Certificates, and General Winfield Scott’s portrait 
that was used for $100 Interest Bearing Notes. There are two imprints- Bald, Adams & Co. New York and Bald, Cousland & Co. 
Phila. The Bucksport Bank was incorporated in 1854 and became the Bucksport National Bank, charter number 1079, in 1865.

Many of the country banks throughout New England that had been doing 
business via the Suffolk Bank mentioned below withdrew their permanent deposits from the Suffolk Bank and established 
accounts at the Bank of Mutual Redemption. By the time the bank opened, approximately half of the banks in New England were 
stockholders. Mounting remnants are observed on the back of this example graded Apparent Fine 15 by PCGS.

The directors 
of the Suffolk Bank were considered quite patriotic as they advanced considerable funds to assist the war effort during 
the early days of the Civil War.

One of the notable characters in San Francisco history is “Emperor Norton of the United States.” Joshua Abraham 
Norton was born in Algoa Bay, South Africa on February 4, 1819. In 1849, after receiving a $40,000 bequest from 
the estate of his father, he emigrated to San Francisco. His initial business efforts were quite successful and he 
was able to substantially grow his fortune. However, an investment in Peruvian rice caused him financial ruin 
and he was forced to declare bankruptcy. His mental state seriously declined at that point and he left San Francisco briefly. 


After he returned, he notified several newspapers on September 17, 1859 that he was declaring himself Emperor of the U.S. In his 
new self-appointed role, he issued several declarations about various matters. Some considered him a visionary, because among 
his decrees were several with merit, including the formation of a League of Nations and building a suspension bridge between 
San Francisco and Oakland. He dressed in uniform and wandered the streets. Norton was well liked by many who considered 
him eccentric and he was often given free meals and received invitations to the theater. His occupation is listed in the 1870 U.S. 
Census as “Emperor” as this cataloger can attest. The City even purchased a new uniform for him after his became worn. 


In the 1870s, he began issuing promissory notes that he referred to as “Imperial Treasury Bond Certificates.” The denom- 
inations ranged from 50¢ to $100 and he sold them to both citizens and tourists who collected them as sou- 
venirs. He was a rock star of his day, with merchants selling Emperor Norton merchandise ranging from post- 
cards to dolls. Emperor Norton’s notes remain quite popular today with collectors, leading them to take the number 
100 spot on the list of the 100 Greatest American Currency Notes. It has been estimated that only two or three dozen piec- 
es have survived. The March 1933 issue of The Numismatist included an article about the Emperor and his notes. 


Norton collapsed and died on January 8, 1880. His funeral was a huge affair, with at least 10,000 mourn- 
ers reported, although some accounts list as many as 30,000. Over 130 years later, he is still well remem- 
bered, at least partially due to his influence on popular culture. Several characters in novels were based on him, 
including works by Mark Twain and Robert Louis Stevenson. The centennial of his death was recognized in 1980. 


We are pleased to offer two different varieties of 50¢ notes in this auction. This example is numbered 1678 and received a grade of Very 
Fine 30 from PCGS. The imprint reads, “CUDDY & HUGHES, Printers to His Majesty Norton I, 511 Sansome street, S.F.” Norton is 
depicted at upper right and his signature remains bold. Ford’s example of this variety, also Very Fine, sold for $18,400 in October 2007. 
The population of surviving examples featuring this design is believed to be between 6 to 10. A rare and desirable piece that will cer- 
tainly be treasured by its next custodian.

Although PCGS has identified the issuer of this 6 1/4¢ 
note as Bullock & Mills, it is actually Bullock & Wells. Fort 
Hawkins was established circa 1805 by order of Thomas 
Jefferson for protection from Indians and was a significant 
location during the War of 1812 and the various Indian wars. 
It also served as a trading site. Around 1821 it became known 
as New Town or Newtown. Among the original settlers of 
Fort Hawkins were Captain Charles Bullock and Nicholas 
W. Wells. Bullock served as the Postmaster at Fort Hawkins. 
A double-log house was built in 1820 by the two men and 
served as a hotel. It was located a few hundred yards past the 
Fort and was believed to have been nearer to the Ocmulgee 
River than the Fort was. Reverend William Capers dined at 
Fort Hawkins during his travels to mission his Methodist 
faith to the Creek Indians and noted in his journal that 
“Messrs. Bullock and Wells, are very kind.” They also had 
a merchandising business and began issuing change bills. 
Denominations of 25¢ and 50¢ are known, although they are 
rare. We have been unable to locate any record of a previous- 
ly reported 6 1/4¢ example. The uniface notes were printed 
by Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co., as seen by the imprint.

A well circulated example of the famous “Red Stick” note, 
with the central vignette displaying the red stick that gave 
this community its name. A bluff divided the hunting 
grounds of two Native American tribes in the area. A dead 
cypress tree on the bluff was used to hang animal skins and 
hide to dry and was the dividing point between the hunting 
grounds. The tree was so stained with blood that it was red 
in color and it was seen by d’Ibervile when he sailed up the 
Mississippi in 1699 as it was the first high bluff to be seen 
north of the Gulf of Mexico. The Red Stick vignette was 
the work of Luigi (Louis) Delnoce who studied under John 
W. Casilear from 1851-55. These notes are quite rare and 
desirable.

That reference includes emissions from just four Nebraska 
colleges, one of which, the Lincoln Business College, includes 
Secretary Henry E. Wilson and Vice President Wm. G. 
Bishop as officers of the school. On the signature line a 
stamp reads, “APPROVED H.E. WILSON,” while the 
cashier’s line has been stamped, “EXAMINED WM. G. 
BISHOP.” The $50 note only carries the Wilson stamp on the 
Cashier line. All three notes are fully margined, with bright 
attractive paper. The $5 is graded PCGS Choice About New 
58PPQ, the $10 grades PCGS Choice About New 55 while 
the $50 grades PCGS Choice About New 55. (Total: 3 notes)

Excessively Rare Goldfield Strike Scrip 


15986 Goldfield, NV- Industrial Workers of the World $5 


A fascinating and rare piece of scrip that shines a light on a 
little remembered sliver of Nevada’s history. This note was 
issued by the IWW (the abbreviated name of the Industrial 
Workers of the World union, aka the “Wobblies”) at some 
point during the Goldfield miner’s strike, which began as 
a response to the mine owner’s introduction of scrip to pay 
their workers after the Panic of 1907. The IWW, which had 
been founded in 1905, was a revolutionary union dedicated 
to the overthrow of capitalism by uniting all skilled and 
unskilled workers to rebuild society in a socialist direction. 
The miners, which had been split into several opposing 
union camps, some conservative and some radical, united in 
protest, and struck the mines, stopping production and infu- 
riating the mine operator, the Goldfield Consolidated Mines 
Company. Unfortunately for the miners, the company was 
owned by two politically well connected individuals, promi- 
nent industrialist George Wingfield (see the $20 Red Seal 
from Reno offered elsewhere in this catalogue) and George 
Nixon (see above), a banker, mine operator, and United States 
Senator. 


The mine owners were determined to break the strike, 
which had brought gold production to a standstill. They 
telegraphed Nevada Governor “Honest John” Sparks, who 
wired President Roosevelt, informing the President that 
“domestic violence and unlawful corporations” existed in 
Goldfield. Alarmed, Roosevelt dispatched three companies 
of infantry to the town, catching the strikers by surprise 
(hence the reference on the front of the note to “Teddy 
Bear Currency” and the vignette of the stacked rifles at the 
bottom of the note.) With the military in place, the mine 
owners reduced wages, required miners to swear that they 
were not union members (most of the strikers refused), 
and recruited replacement labor (which the union derided 
as “scabs”) to replace the strikers. Within weeks, the strike 
collapsed, and the unions were devastated. A later inves- 
tigation by the state showed that the troops were called in 
without warrant, and President Roosevelt declared pub- 
licly that he had been duped by Governor Sparks. 

This is the only note we have ever seen from the Goldfield 
strike, and a piece of great historical interest. Well circulated 
Fine-Very Fine, with a split or two, but who can find another 
at any price? (1,000-2,000)

A well preserved Postal Warrant numbered 218 graded Very 
Fine 30PPQ, CC by PCGS. The warrant measures approxi- 
mately 8 1/2 inches by 4 1/2 inches and was payable to C. 
& W. Dibrell, assignees of John A. Clark. The Dibrells were 
located in Hallettsville, LaVaca Co. Texas. The handwrit- 
ten text along the left border reads, “In lieu of P.O. Dept. 
Warrant 1155 to Jno. A. Clark, on Asst. Treas. New Orls. 
March 25, 1862.” D.F. Shall signed as Auditor of the Trans- 
Mississippi Department and Dr. James H. Starr signed as 
the Agent of the Trans-Mississippi Post Office Department. 
Starr was appointed as agent by an Act of the Confederate 
Congress that was approved on February 16, 1864. The two 
men were located at the Trans-Mississippi sub treasury 
in Marshall, TX. The back reads, “The Depositary of the 
Confederate States of America at Houston, Texas will pay 
within Warrant January 28, 1865” and was signed M.J. Hall, 
Treasurer. The text continues, “Received the amount of the 
within Warrant from James Sorley Depositary, Houston” 
March 2, 1865 and was signed by Frank C. Kelly. The portrait 
at top center is that of Confederate Postmaster-General John 
Henninger Reagan (1818-1905). He later became one of the 
founders of the Texas State Historical Association.

Although PCGS has identified this as a Confederate States Treasury Warrant, in actuality it is a Treasury Draft, an 
especially important distinction in the case of this example. As explained on pages 15-16 in Confederate Treasury 
Certificates: A Collector’s Guide to IDRs, “a warrant authorized payment and served as an audit voucher for making the dis- 
bursement.” A draft “is a bill of exchange giving an unconditional order to pay a sum certain to a named payee or bearer. If 
due upon presentation, it is referred to as a sight draft or more commonly a check, as opposed to a time draft.” 


Dated March 30, 1865, as Richmond was on the verge of falling under the control of Union troops, this sight draft 
numbered 7480 was payable to John N. Hendren Tr. C.S for $2,000,000. John Newton Hendren (1822-98) suc- 
ceeded the first Treasurer of the Confederate States, Edward C. Elmore. After Elmore’s resignation, Hendren post- 
ed a bond on Oct. 10, 1864 and assumed the position of Treasurer, serving until the end of the war in April 1865. 


Robert Tyler signed this $2,000,000 sight draft as Register of the Treasury. Tyler (1816- 
1877) was the eldest son of John Tyler, the tenth U.S. President. Robert Tyler was the sec- 
ond Register of the Treasury for the CSA government. He served from August 13, 1861 until the end of the war. 


The back of the draft includes a notation signed in ink, “Pay to J.W. Williams,” along with “John N. Hendren, 
Treas. CSA.” A notation in pencil was added to the face at some point that reads, “interest on public debt.” 


Hendren was with Confederate President Jefferson Davis during the evacuation of Richmond on April 2, 1865. Many have 
no doubt heard about the Confederate gold that accompanied them in their flight and there are many modern day treasur- 
er hunters still in search of the “Lost Confederate Gold.” According to Hendren’s obituary, “When Mr. Davis realized that 
the capture of himself and his suite by the National authorities was certain, he directed Mr. Hendren to distribute 
the money in his possession among the Confederate soldiers, to prevent it falling into the hands of his pursuers.” 


After the war, Hendren returned to his native Staunton, Virginia and resumed his legal career. He was the first 
judge of Augustus County. A Confederate Application for a Presidential Pardon was filed for him on July 15, 1865 and he 
was pardoned that day by George Pierpoint. A notation on the handwritten document reads, “Treasurer of the Reb States.” 


The imprint on this sight draft reads “Engraved & Litho’d by Geo. Dunn & Compy. Richmond, VA.” Dunn & Co., formed 
in 1863, was the main producer of CSA stocks and bonds. Dunn, a native of Scotland, was hired in London in 1861 
by Major Benjamin F. Evans and was likely given a three-year contract as was typically the case with the engrav- 
ers hired by the Confederate States government. In some cases, Dunn performed the engraving work and the bonds and 
other materials were actually printed by other firms. It is believed that he returned to Great Britain after the war. 


The vignette near upper left on this draft appears to be a modified version of the Fort Sumter vignette that was 
used for the scarce $5000 Four Per Cent Call Certificates that were also produced by Dunn. 


PCGS assigned a grade of Apparent Very Fine 20 to this draft. Repaired splits, pieces replaced, and design redrawn were cited as the 
reasons for the apparent grade.

In addition to the Confederate notes, Upham was also selling Bank of Tennessee notes, notes from various Corporations 
of many Virginia towns, pieces from Camden, NC, and the Mechanic’s Savings Association of Savannah, GA. Upham also included a 
warning about counterfeits of his materials, stating “an individual in New York and a ‘shyster’ of this city, lacking the brains to origi- 
nate an idea or the liberality to pay for a respectable drawing or engraving, have recently gotten up “shocking bad” copies of several of 
my FAC-SIMILE REBEL NOTES and SHINPLASTERS, which they are endeavoring to foist upon the public.” The bottom of the ad 
contains several “reviews” of sorts concerning Upham’s products, including “Detective Goodrich, of the rebel Treasury Department, 
has exhibited to the editor of the Richmond Dispatch what he terms, ‘the last and grossest piece of Yankee scoundrelism, and an 
infernal means to discredit the currency of the Southern Confederacy. ‘It consists, says the Dispatch, ‘in well executed counterfeits 
of our five dollar Confederate notes, struck off in Philadelphia, where the news-boys are selling them at five cents a piece.” This 
scarce and desirable ad displays a few problems, including areas of margin damage, an internal hole, and glue residue on the back. 
The issues are negligible given the contents. A simply wonderful piece of history that we have conservatively estimated at...

“The Old Book Store” was established circa 1875 and was located at 38 Marietta Street in Atlanta. This lot contains an inter- 
esting ad that was printed on the back of a lightly printed sheet of Confederate States Ten Cent stamps featuring a portrait of 
Jefferson Davis. The stamps were “printed from the genuine plate- captured at the fall of Atlanta- on Confederate-made paper.” 
The large portrait at top center is assumed to be that of owner W.B. Burke, who advertised himself as “The Napoleon of the Book 
Trade South.” The ad includes an interesting price list for Confederate bills that were “warranted genuine and in good condi- 
tion.” Denomination sets were available for a mere $2 and a $500 note could be acquired at the cost of $1. In addition to the 
Confederate notes, Burke also sold Confederate sheet music, billed as very rare, with 87 varieties available for 25¢ per copy. The 
ad was printed by the Franklin Publishing House in Atlanta. The store’s entire stock and fixtures were sold by court order in 1896 
and were purchased by James F. Meegan of 23 Marietta Street. Some, if not all, of the paper remains at the two nicks at the right 
margin.

In addition to the five famed albums of “The Currency of the 
Confederate States” that Raphael Thian produced, he also 
had a number of albums of various sizes manufactured that 
he sold either empty or partially or completely filled. The 
books were “Entered, according to Act of Congress, in the 
year 1876, by Raphael P. Thian, In the Office of the Librarian 
of Congress, at Washington, D.C.” This is the first of two 
of the smaller albums, with leaves included for the mount- 
ing of 88 notes. The book measures approximately 5 1/4 
inches tall by 9 3/4 inches wide by 1 1/8 inches at the spine. 
Recent articles by Fred L. Reed III in Bank Note Reporter 
included information about the albums.

The scrip 
was issued in lieu of 160 acres of bounty land that was earned 
for a minimum of twelve months of service in the Mexican 
War. The war bounty scrip that resulted from the Act of 11 
February 1847 was issued in 1847, 1848, and 1849 for a total 
of $233,075. There were three denominations- $25, $100, 
and $1000. Those who served for less than a year received 40 
acres or $25 scrip. This piece of scrip was part of the $77,150 
issued in 1849. Most of the returning soldiers evidently pre- 
ferred land given the relatively small amount issued in this 
form.

Issued on December 15, 1954 to the First National Bank of Boston, this bond and the ones that follow have a storied past. 
Shortly after Fidel Castro’s rise to power in Cuba, he started seizing US held assets on the island. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres worth of US held land mainly used to produce sugar cane were nationalized as were many US owned busi- 
ness holdings. One of the last US owned interests to be nationalized were the banks, including branches owned and oper- 
ated by the First National Bank of Boston, First National Bank of New York City, and Chase Manhattan. The national- 
ization of US banks on September 17 left very little, if any, US owned interests out of the control of Castro and his forces. 
Unfortunately for US based companies with assets in Cuba, there was little to be done as the lands and physical properties 
were permanent. The banks however had large deposits on hand, many of them in the form of Treasury Bonds. 


Though little could be done, it was very important to keep US assets out of Castro’s hands. Some were destroyed, but the bonds 
on deposit in the banks proved to be a challenge. The Bureau of Public Debt was ordered to cancel the bonds stored in the 
Cuban bank vaults and to prevent any unnecessary loss to the US banks, they were reissued to each institution in absentia. 


The bonds represented here were those locked away in the Cuban vaults of the First National Bank of Boston. 
Though unredeemable, they were repatriated providing a generation of collectors the ability to own a Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing produced bond for a fraction of its face value. This piece is the first $1,000,000 Treasury Bond 
of 1963. Issued on December 15, 1954, it earned interest at a rate of 2 1/2% until the due date of August 15, 1963. 


Similar to a $1,000,000 bearer bond offered in our 2005 sale of the Taylor Family Collection, this piece features a vignette of Theodore 
Roosevelt in the upper left and many of the same design elements used on the 2002 Bond. The large red seal is the same used for large 
size Legal Tender and Red Seal Federal Reserves Notes. The piece is well margined with a light diagonal bend precluding a full CU 
grade. Serial number one is featured on this piece, with serial number 2 following this lot. The low serial numbers, indicating the first 
bonds issued for the 1963 Bond emission, will likely attract even more attention.

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The Colorado Brothel Hoard 
Some weeks ago a group of seventeen large size National Bank Notes were delivered to us with a most intriguing 
provenance...the owner was the granddaughter of a woman who had spent several years as the madam of a brothel in 
Colorado during the 1920's. All of the Nationals were $20 examples, which, according to our consignor, was the going 
rate during that decade for a full night with a “lady of the evening.” Each note saved by her grandmother represented the 
proceeds of one such transaction. Fortunately for our consignor, the brothel was located in Colorado, making the large 
majority of the notes western items of considerable numismatic value, with highlight items coming not only from that 
state but also from Arizona and New Mexico. Each of the notes offered below from this group is identified in the catalogue 
and each is a valuable souvenir of a long lost era where a single $20 bill was enough to purchase a night of pleasure. 








The Platte River Cash Hoard 
One of the delights of pursuing a professional career in the currency business is that every day opens with the potential of 
being Christmas, and that every phone call or e-mail opens the possibility of an important new currency discovery. We at 
CAA have handled more than our share of long buried collections and hitherto undiscovered cash hoards over the years, 
but the hoard we offer here is in a class of its own for both volume and rarity. Indeed, it is one of the most significant new 
discoveries in recent years. The hoard consisted of approximately $30,000 in face value, divided about one-third large notes 
and about two-thirds small. Few of the small notes were of any numismatic significance, but the large notes were a treasure 
trove, with a significant number of National Bank Notes, many of which were $20 Brown Backs and Red Seals, a high 
proportion of which came from states surrounding the site of the hoard. The one First Charter, was, somewhat incredibly, 
an 1875 $20 from California, and, amongst other very desirable notes was a most attractive $20 Red Seal from the Nixon 
National Bank of Reno, Nevada. Enjoy this grouping, as it is unlikely another new to the market assortment of large size 
Nationals of the size and significance of the Platte River Cash Hoard will make its appearance at any time in the near future.

It was last offered as part of the John Whitney Walter Collection where it 
was described by Lyn Knight and Peter Huntoon as follows: ‘If any pair of small size nationals qualifies as the greatest, it has to be this 
rollover pair of $5 notes issued by the Chase National Bank of New York. The giant Chase National was the only bank in the country to 
reach the “B”suffix on Type 1 notes in any sheet combination. The serial numbers on these notes are sheet numbers; that is, every note 
had the same serial number, just the prefix letter changed. In order to issue this many, the bank had to issue 5,999,994 notes of the same 
denomination, or in this case $5s worth $29,999,970. This amount was more than the outstanding circulations for most states during the 
small note era. 


Ultimately the bank issued 6,346,530 Type 1 $5s valued at$31,762,650. The highest serial issued was F057756B. These were in addition 
to $10s and $20s. The fact that the top note from both sheets was saved in choice condition is a miracle of survival. The Bank of America 
National Trust and Savings Association of San Francisco reached the “B” suffix on its Type 2 $5 issues, a feat that was six times easier 
because Type 2 notes were numbered sequentially down the sheet. However the rollover A999996-B000001 pair is not known to have 
been saved. In fact, neither of these two notes is reported. Type 2 serials A999997-A999999 were not printed because they consumed 
only half a sheet.

On April 27, 1862 the Confederate blockade runner Bermuda 
was captured by the USS Mercedita and taken to Philadelphia. 
Her cargo, which included a shipment of banknote paper 
bound for the Confederacy, was ordered sold by the Federal 
Courts.

Auctioneer is not responsible for executing mail bids or FAX 
bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids submitted after the published 
closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of bids submitted by telephone, mail, 
FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. Bids placed electronically via the internet 
may not be withdrawn until your written request is received and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 
214-443-8425); such requests must state the reason, and may constitute grounds for withdrawal of 
bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 


11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest amount 


you may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid can be any 
whole dollar amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be between 
increments, sometimes only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose by less 
than an increment?” on our website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No “buy” or 
“unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue to participate 
only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature” Auctions 
and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the expected increment, these 
bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance 
with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code.

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of the 
low estimate).

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any 
other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.

Such lots shall 

be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales 

including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 














Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 

travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). 

All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery 
of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to 
determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn ona U.S. bank are subject to a ten business 
day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit 
status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal or corporate checks. All others 
will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (ref.

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not 
paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three percent (3%) of 
any installment that is past due.

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the 
merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer.

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44, Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 











Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration 
replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

BY JURY. Any appeals shall be solely pursued in the appellate courts of the State of Texas; or b) for 
any claimant other than a consumer, the claim shall be presented in confidential binding arbitration 
before a single arbitrator, that the parties may agree upon, selected from the JAMS list of Texas 
arbitrators. The case is not to be administrated by JAMS; however, if the parties cannot agree on 
an arbitrator, then JAMS shall appoint the arbitrator and it shall be conducted under JAMS rules. 
The locale shall be Dallas Texas. The arbitrator’s award may be enforced in any court of competent 
jurisdiction.

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts.
